be inbuilt as soon as possible, and 
the business will be continued with 
as little interruption as possible, 
Leonard Clark, manager, announced 
today.

an effort was 
being made to save 


as much of the wheat as possible, 
though the grain and parts of the 
building were still in flames. 


Mr. Clark said that the insurance 


adjusters would be here some time 
today. 
He declared that he anti- 


cipated no difficulty in adjusting the 
loss because the amount o'f the in- 
surance represented 
such a small 


proportion of the value of the plant 
and its contents. 


Mr. Clark stated 
that although 


the mill would be rebuilt, he could 
not say definitely what the style of 
the firm would be because there is 
a possibility that his 'father, 
C. G. 


Clark, who is spending the winter 
at Miami, Florida, on account of 
his health, might retire. Mr. Clark 
expects to go to Miami to confer 
with his father just as soon as the 
insurance is adjusted. 


Two warehouses, containing 
a 


limited amount of stock, were saved 
'and this-wW be used as a basis for 
continuing 
the 
business. 
More 


stock will be here just as quickly 
as it can be shipped, Mr. Clark said, 
and an effort will be made to supply 
the regular customers. 


All of tihe flour bags 
on hand 


were destroyed in the fire, but. Mr. 
Clark has 
ordered more and will 


have flour made in other mills, and 
it will be sold 'as Clark's flour until 
a new plant can be put in operation. 


"Although 
handicapped," 
Mr. 


Clark stated, ''we will attempt to 
supply our trade as usual. We can't 
give the service \tfhich we have in 
the past, but we hope that our cus- 
tomers will be patient and we will 
do the best we can."

Just at the time when government 


ownership of railroads is being agi- 
tntcd .-uid there has been an effort to 


.make the country believe the rail- 
rond administration has -succeeded 
in putting the roads back on a pay- 
"J5J£- b.-isis, there comes along the dis- 
closure of another staggering deficit 
in November. 


The government deficit from rail- 


road operation in November is esti- 
mated at -,'f<>4,500,000, which is a low 
record for the year, according to 
figures given out by the Bureau of 
K.iilway Economics. Net .operating 
iiii-ome for the month is estimated at 
below $20,000,000 which Che bureau 
s.-iys is the lowest in 30 years when 
computed on the basis of percentage 
oi' investment. 


It is significant that gross reven- 


ues for flic month are close to the 
hi:;li mark oi' a year ago but expen- 
ses have been heavier.

The the same authority, the gov- 


ernment's net loss in 23 months of 
railroad operation, on basis of inter- 
state commerce commission figures 
is calculated at !-i54S,000,000. The 
loss in 11 mouths of 1919 exceeds 
$381,000,000.

surprising to .those who have fol- 
lowed the trend of things in regard
